should be given a coat of good floor 
"polish made of wax and pure oils free 
from acids of any nature.

be well rubbed into the linoleum to 
fill the pores, then the linoleum should 
be polished. 
When necessary to clean 
use a good soap, which must be free 
from alkalies, and 
luke-war- m 
water. Do 
not use soda or any of the strong 
soaps or cleansing compounds, which 
are apt to destroy the finish and color. 
Some prefer that the inlaid should be 
polished once each month with a good 
floor 
wax,

soap and water
